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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to tine amendment of July 22, 2008. In making 
the below rejections and/or objections the examiner has considered and addressed 
each of the applicant's arguments. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-4, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Offner (USPN 2,697,908) in view of Kataoka et al (USPN 5,285,123) 
and Russian reference 347441 (cited by the applicant, hereafter ('441). 

Offner discloses an electricity generating systems having a body 9, a combustor 
9c, a compressor 9a and a turbine 9b. The compressor and the turbine having blades 
(see Fig. 5). There is an air inlet (right end of 9) and an exit port 9d and a generator 
which is rotationally driven by the turbine (shown in Figs. 1 and 2). Furthermore there is 
a fuel metering valve operated by a proportional solenoid (top of Fig. 1 and col. 3 lines 
1 2-1 5). Offner does not set forth that there are a plurality of magnets secured to the 
generator rotor, that there is an annular combustor or that the fuel metering valve 
includes a plunger with a variable diameter tip which interacts with a hole in a plate. 
Kataoka et al discloses a turbo-generator system having a gas turbine mounted on a 
common shaft with a generator 14 including plural magnets and also discloses an 
annular combustor 21 . ('41 1 ) discloses a fuel metering valve for a gas turbine having a 
plunger with a variable diameter tip 2 which interacts with a hole in a plate (clearly 
shown in the figure). At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to substitute a generator arrangement as taught by Kataoka et al 
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and an annular combustor from the same as a well known combustor arrangement 
which cleanly burns the fuel and in order to have an efficient and cooled generator. 

Reissue Applications 

Claim 41 is objected to as not complying with 37 CFR 1 .173 (e). Claim 41 is a 
newly presented claim relative to US Patent No. 6,314,717 and therefore must be 
underlined in it's entirety. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1 .175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed. The declaration as currently filed does not address the changes made by the 
amendment of July 22, 2008. 

Claims 1-9, 15-18 and 41 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue 
declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 . See 37 CFR 1 .175. The nature of the defect is set 
forth above. 

Receipt of an appropriate supplemental oath/declaration under 37 CFR 
1 .175(b)(1) will overcome this rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. An example of acceptable 
language to be used in the supplemental oath/declaration is as follows: 

"Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and is not covered by 
a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without any deceptive intention on the part 
of the applicant." 

See MPEP§ 1414.01. 
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Applicant is reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 .178(b), to 
timely apprise the Office of any prior or concurrent proceeding in which Patent No. 
6,314, 717 is or was involved. These proceedings would include interferences, reissues, 
reexaminations, and litigation. 

Applicant is further reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56, to 
timely apprise the Office of any information which is material to patentability of the 
claims under consideration in this reissue application. 

These obligations rest with each individual associated with the filing and 
prosecution of this application for reissue.
